That isn’t to say that there are no 
desirable pieces to be had in the summer months. The one major auction house to host a 
larger sale with a catalog was Roma. This two-day sale was just after the July 4th 
holiday. Leu Numismatik followed up with a massive 6-day electronic sale with over 
7,000 coins. Great for Leu but I long for the days with auctions having a reasonable 
amount of coins. This is purely my opinion but having that many coins tires the 
customers out. Thankfully I had my assistant Tyler helping me out otherwise I would 
have likely not participated. Despite it being the summer there are some notable events 
coming up.

Kiinker ELive 78 (17-20 July) 

Kiinker has their 78th ELive sale starting July 17 and going through the 2oth. There are 
2,970 lots over those three days and all types of coinage from ancient Greek, Roman and 
Byzantine to world coinage are being offered. In day’s past, electronic auctions were 
generally lower end material. This is becoming somewhat of a generalization with the 
amount of material that is being offered. While the vast majority are not worthy of a live 
auction there are plenty of hidden gems. Kiinker also tends to have coins with pedigrees 
so it is worthwhile to do a search on the area you collect to see what they are offering. 
Kiinker offers a wonderful online platform for bidding for the electronic sales (as with 
their live sales) so make sure to open an account so you can bid. Please let me know if I 
can assist. 


Roma ELive 7 and “A Highly Interesting Collection of Byzantine Coins” (17-18 July) 
Roma has their 7th ELive auction on the 17th with 686 coins. This is not an electronic 
sale but a live auction. It will not change the bidding procedure but there will be more 
auction house/bidder interaction than a normal electronic auction. The sale has 116 
migratory coins (this includes plenty of barbarous contemporary imitations of late 
Roman rulers, Vandals, Visigoth and Ostrogoth coinage). The next section is composed 
of 34 coins from the Lombards. Finally the lionshare of the collection are medieval and 
world coins. This isn’t a terribly exciting sale but I do think that if you are searching for 
a particular piece it isn’t a bad idea to do a search within the catalog for it. 


The Byzantine collection that comes the following day is made up of 394 interesting 
Byzantine pieces. There are some greater rarities within the collection but the quality 
isn’t always the best. Byzantine specialists will likely be interested in this sale.

Zenobia is a woman of legend. In the fashion of Cleopatra, Zenobia was said to have 
been powerful and successful despite her gender. She was the wife of Odaenathus, the 
King of the Palmyrene Empire in Syria. He was successful in defeating the Sasanians in 
their campaigns against the Syrians. When Odaenathus died suddenly in 267 AD, 
Zenobia oversaw their young son's rule as his regent. She was successful in expanding 
her empire in the Roman east. When the Roman emperor Aurelian campaigned against 
her in 272 AD, she declared her son Vaballathus emperor and herself empress. After 
heavy fighting between the Syrians and the Romans, Zenobia was captured and spent 
her last years in Rome where she was exiled along with her son.
